DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign applications: 

JAPAN 2003-429133 with a filing date 12/25/2003; JAPAN 2003-429134 with a filing 
date 12/25/2003; JAPAN 2004-068703 with a filing date 03/1 1/2004 and 
JAPAN 2004-1 821 02 with a filing date 06/21/2004. The English-translated versions of 
the certified foreign priority documents have bee filed to the Office, the instant foreign 
priority has been granted. 

2. Amendment of claim 1 5 and 1 7 and cancellation of claims 1 -1 3, 1 6 and 1 8-21 in 
the amendment filed on January 21 , 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 14-15 and 17 are 
pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Since the instant variable x of formula (1 ) does not represent 1 , the instant 

compounds of formula (1) are distinct from Urahata et al. '126, Hirano et al. '847a, 
Miyauchi et al. '934, Hagiwara et al. '060; or Mori et al. '779. The rejection of claims 
14-15 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or 102(b) over Urahata et al. '126, Hirano et al. 
'847a, Miyauchi et al. '934, Hagiwara et al. '060; or Mori et al. '779 has been overcome 
in the amendment filed on January 21 , 2009. Since claim 13 has been canceled, the 
rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) or 102(b) has been obviated herein. 

4. Since the instant variable x of formula (1 ) does not represent 1 , the instant 
compounds of formula (1 ) are distinct from Hirano et al. '847a. The rejection of claims

14-15 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Hirano et al. '847a has been overcome in 
the amendment filed on January 21 , 2009. Since claim 13 has been canceled, the 
rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been obviated herein. 
5. Claims 1 4-1 5 and 1 7 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of above reference to 
obtain the instant compounds has not been found. Claims 14-15 and 17 are allowed.
